AMERICANS ARE TOO INNOCENT TO LIVE 
Americans— or at least some Americans—are 
the craziest people. 
They pour millions of dollar* into the creation 
of a Central Intelligence Agency which, among 
other things, is supposed to eng*ge in "black war- 
fare" designed to keep our enemies off balance. 
But when they have something dropped in their 
lap« to r free that might possibly serve to confuse 
and disturb the Reds, they hasten to reassure 
their enemies in Peking and Hanoi that there is 
nothing that anyone needs to worry about. 
This pattern has been repeated over and over 
again during the course of the Vietnamese War, 
and the result has been what any child of eight 
with even the smallest background of playground 
bickering should be able to dope out instinctively. 
Both Mao Tae*tung and Ho Chi Mirth have ob­ 
viously figured us as patsies who can always be 
taken at a conference. 
So why hurry the con­ 
ference as long as the Vietnamese War is costing 
the American taxpayer upwards of five billion a 
year to maintain a stalem ate that is not hurting 
Red China? 
The latest proof that "Americans is the inno- 
centest people’ is contained In the demand made 
by forty-four Democrats and three Republicans 
that the Johnson Administration "dissoefkte it­ 
self" from South Viet Nam’s Prem ier Nguyen Cao 
Ky’s call for an allied invasion of North Viet Nam. 
Normally, vou might 
think 
that 
the CIA—or 
President Johnson himself— had put Ky up to 
making his suggestion. 
If anything can move Ho 
Chi Minh’s government to seek an end of the war 
in conciliation, it is the possibility that the North 
Vietnamese cities might be devastated and occu­ 
pied and the whole privileged sanctuary support­ 
ing the infiltration of South Viet Nam thereby 
taken on the flank. 
Strength and horse trading 
are the only things that the North Vietnamese 
Communists and their Red Chinese backers un­ 
derstand. 
And the Ky "threa t” of invasion was 
just the thing needed to set the stage for a good 
undercover palaver about a swap that would bring 
peace. 
Ky’s statement did not obligate the U. S to 
anything. 
If the Sta te Department's press officer, 
Robert J. McCloikcy, had not hastened to throw 
it down by saying we "do not seek to threaten any 
regime," and if the forty-four Democrats and 
three Republican* had only kept their mouths 
shut, both Hanoi and Peking would have been 
left wondering what was up. 
But now the whole 
value of Ky’s essay in "black w arfare" has been 
dissipated. 
Ho Chi Minh knows hi* cities «re 
safe. 
And he can continue the war without en­ 
dangering hi* regime until such time as he fig 
ures the Johnson Administration is ripe lor be­ 
ing taken to the cleaners at the conference table. 
Instead of making use of all the things the 
OSS learned in World War II about discombobu- 
lating 
the enemy 
by "black w arfare” 
tricks, 
Americans are busy providing Ho Chi Minh with 
propaganda for free. 
All that Ho’s propaganda 
chiefs have to do is to subscribe, through a "drop” 
of some kind, to the Congressional Record. 
U. S. 
Marines, fighting near the suppoaedly demilitar­ 
ized border zone between North and South Viet 
Nam. have been "bombed" with pamphlets con 
taining statem ent* attributed to Senator Wayne 
Morse of Oregon and Ernest Gruening of Alaska. 
The quote attributed to Morse, and apparently 
taken from the Congressional Record of May 6, 
1965, says that "there is no justification for killing 
a single American boy in South Viet Nam . . . It 
is about time the American people . . . recognized 
that South Viet Nam is beyond 
American defense.” 
While this sort of thing is being passed back 
to our Marines by the North Vietnamese Reds, 
we are busy repudiating Ky’s suggestion that we 
end the war by invading and destroying the source 
of the pamphlets. 
Ky. the supposed playboy, is 
making a record for himself as the most adroit 
statesman turned up on the anti-totalitarian side 
since Winston Churchill. But when he sets things 
up for a real undercover peace move by Lyndon 
Johnson, the nitwit* of the W est immediately 
undo all his good w’ork.

Q— I a m 4 9 ye a rs 
old and have had an inflamed 
gall bladder for several years. As long as I stay 
on a low fat diet I don’t have any trouble. The 
doctor says I won’t have to have my gall bladder 
re move d as long as I don’t have stones a nd stay 
on my die t. What do you think? 
A— A chronically inflamed gall bladder with­ 
out stones is A rarity. What is much more com­ 
mon is a series of attacks of abdominal distress 
falsely attributed to the gall bladder. If your dis­ 
comfort is due to an irritation of some other part 
of your digestive tra ct or to an allergy, removal 
of your gall bladder would accomplish nothing. 
Q— I ha ve ne ve r had a gall bladder attack but 
my X rays show a nonfurtctioning gall bladder. 
W hat will happen if I don’t have the gall bladder 
removed? 
A— A ga ll bla dde r that does not empty after 
a fatty test meal is said to be nonfunotioning. 
This may be due to a variety of causes and the 
treatment would depend on the cause. Removal of 
the gall bladder merely on the basis of a gall blad­ 
der that does not function is not recommended. 
In many persons with a nonfunctoining gall 
bladder eating a low fat diet and avoiding alcohol 
is all the treatm ent that is required. 
Q— What are the symptoms of a gall bladder 
attack? How can I tell whether I have gail ertv holdings in Ulster County, 
stones? 
A—(Jail bladder colic occurs when a gall stone 
leaves the gall bladder and enters the bile duct 
if the stone is about the same caliber as the duct. 
The pain is similar to what you feel when you 
swallow a large peach stone but much worse. The 
pain of gall bladder colic is usualy in the right 
upper portion of the abdomen. The diagnosis is 
based on a history of a typical gall bladder attack 
and seeing stones in a gall bladder X ray. 
Q— Some people say grapefruit counteracts 
the acid in your system. How is that possible? 
A—The acid in citrus and other fruits is very 
weak. The effect of any lood in your body depends 
on the reaction lacid or alkaline) of its ash when 
it is fuly consumed. The ash of citrus fruits is 
alkaline and eating them will help to alkalinize 
your urine. Meats and other protein foods, on 
the other hand, have an acid ash even though 
they don’t taste sour.

forces the strikers back to work 
and therefore for the past week 
have made no new offers. There 
was no bargaining last week, 
but talks resumed Monday. 
The machinists on Ju ’ 
31 vot 
ed down as not big enough a 
wage 
increase 
agreed 
to 
by 
their own negotiators and the 
airlines and blessed by Presi­ 
dent Johnson who intervened to 
get a settlement. 
The strike continued. Then the 
Johnson 
administration 
pussy­ 
footed in this election year and 
refused to take a stand one way 
or the other on whether Con­ 
gress should pass a law forcing 
the strikers back to work. 
The Senate finally passed a 
resolution ordering them to re 
turn to their Jobs for 30 days 
and giving the President author­ 
ity to keep them there another 
150 days until a settlement is 
reached. 
(It would be a worse mess

fused to return to work.) 
Sees No Emergency 
At first the Senate sought to

Mere doling out of antipoverty 
funds won’t cure the malaise, 
say s the Rev. Dr. J.

“Keepers of the Poor." 
The first need, as he secs it, is 
to 
understand 
what 
it 
really 
means to be poor — to "become 
emotionally alive” to what the 
poor feel, rather than just look­ 
ing down on them in pity and 
intellectual concern. 
Generally , however, financial­ 
ly stable people have almost no 
comprehension 
at 
all of what
